Docket  No.  24-6. — In  re  Charles  A.  Oss  et  al.,  market  agencies  and  dealers, 
Union  Stockyards,  South  Omaha,  Nebr.     Notice  of  inquiry  issued  November  1, 

1927,  alleging  respondents  refused  and  refrained  from  buying  livestock  from  the 
Record  Livestock  Commission  Co.,  which  acts  were  done  for  the  purpose  of  driv- 
ing that  company  out  of  business.  A  hearing  was  held  on  January  11,  1928. 
On  May  10,  1928,  oral  argument  was  made  before  the  Secretary.     On  May  21, 

1928,  the  Secretary  ordered  that  the  case  should  remain  open  and  that  no  final 
disposition  thereof  should  be  made  unless  and  until  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture 
deemed  further  action  advisable.  On  November  28,  1928,  in  view  of  informa- 
tion to  the  effect  that  the  respondents  had  not  carried  out  in  good  faith  the 
assurances  given  by  respondents  to  cause  the  course  of  normal  trading  to  be 
resumed  immediately  and  continued,  the  Secretary  ordered  that  further  testimony 
be  taken  in  this  docket.  A  hearing  was  held  on  December  10,  1928.  Oral  argu- 
ment was  made  before  the  Secretary  on  January  21,  1929.  On  February  9,  1929, 
he  ordered  that  certain  of  the  respondents  cease  and  desist  from  the  unfair  and 
unjustly  discriminatory  practice  of  refusing  and  refraining  from  buying  livestock 
in  commerce  from  the  Record  Livestock  Commission  Co.,  and  further  ordered 
that  the  registrations  of  certain  other  respondents  be  suspended  for  15  days, 
provided,  however,  that  such  suspension  shall  not  become  effective  until  such 
time  as  the  Secretary,  in  his  discretion,  may  hereafter  direct,  and  that  the  case 
remain  open  for  this  purpose. 

Docket  No.  279. — In  re  Thomas  T.  Lowman,  dealer,  Pittsburgh  Union  Stock 
Yards,  Pittsburgh,  Pa.  Notice  of  inquiry  issued  December  18,  1928,  alleging 
failure  to  comply  with  bonding  regulation.  On  January  2,  1929,  respondent 
admitted  the  truth  of  the  matters  and  things  alleged  in  notice,  and  on  January 
15  waived  a  hearing  and  furnished  a  good  and  sufficient  bond.     On  February  6, 

1929,  respondent  was  ordered  to  cease  and  desist  from  doing  business  as  a  dealer 
without  executing  and  maintaining  a  reasonable  bond  to  suitable  trustees  to 
secure  the  performance  of  his  obligations  incurred  as  such  dealer.

Animal  Industry.  Under  no  circumstances  should  such  correspondence  be  taken 
up  direct  with  the  General  Accounting  Office. 
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INSTRUCTIONS   CONCERNING   SICK   LEAVE 

Attention  of  employees  is  called  to  the  first  paragraph  of  paragraph  514  of  the 
Administrative  Regulations  when  sick  leave  for  a  period,  not  in  excess  of  two  days, 
is  taken  and  is  not  supported  by  a  physician's  certificate.  It  will  be  noted  that 
the  certificate  must  be  sworn  to  before  a  notary  public  or  any  employee  of  the 
department  (Agriculture)  authorized  to  administer  oaths  to  accounts  for  travel 
or  other  expenses  against  the  United  States. 

Strict  compliance  with  this  regulation  will  obviate  much  trouble  at  the  close  of 
calendar  years,  when  all  leave  slips  are  forwarded  for  checking. 


THE  USE  OF  TRANSPORTATION  REQUESTS 

Supplementing  notice  on  page  102  of  Service  and  Regulatory  Announcements 
for  November,  1928,  regarding  the  use  of  transportation  requests  in  lieu  of  cash 
for  railroad,  interurban,  stage,  auto-bus,  and  ferry  fares  in  the  amount  of  $1  or 
more,  the  following  should  be  especially  noted:  (1)  Inspectors  and  others  in 
charge  should  order  requests  in  sufficient  quantities  to  meet  the  needs  of  them- 
selves and  all  employees  under  their  supervision  at  all  times.  (2)  Employees 
should  secure  from  their  inspectors  and  others  in  charge  requests  in  sufficient 
quantities  to  meet  individual  requirements.  (3)  The  Washington  office  will 
not  forward  requests  unless  ordered,  except  in  rare  cases.  (4)  The  requirement 
that  requests  be  used  when  practicable  for  all  fares  amounting  to  $1  or  more  in 
lieu  of  cash  in  no  way  affects  the  use  of  scrip.  That  should  be  obtained  as  here- 
tofore in  exchange  for  a  transportation  request  and  used  on  all  transportation 
lines  that  will  accept  it.  (5)  The  bureau  will  no  longer  accept  such  reasons  for 
not  using  requests  as  "No  requests  available,"  "No  request  furnished,"  "None 
on  hand,"  "Supply  exhausted,"  etc.,  unless  these  reasons  are  satisfactorily 
explained. 

In  the  original  notice  wherein  it  was  stated  that  if  an  individual  had  not  been 
furnished  with  a  supply  of  requests,  or  if  the  same  Jiad  become  exhausted  a  state- 
ment should  be  made  to  that  effect,  it  was  intended  that  these  statements  should 
apply  only  for  current  accounts,  and  not  indefinitely  after  sufficient  time  had 
elapsed  for  all  employees  to  make  proper  provision. 

Inspectors  and  others  in  charge  will  please  give  this  matter  careful  attention  and 
inform  all  their  employees  accordingly.
